TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 20. 
—A modified two-year moratorium 
on defaulted public indebtedness 
gained legislative approval yester- 
day. The Senate unanimously 
passed the bill previously passed by 

the House, 86 to 5. 

Under the bill, courts would not 
require payment on bond principal 
and interest or other debts “for a 
sum greater than is found to be 
reasonable.” Only House concur- 
rence in one Senate amendment is 
required before the bill goes to 
Gov. Dave Sholtz. 

No taxing unit would be required 
to take advantage of the mora- 
torium, and only those defaulting 
on bonds would be concerned in the 
court proceedings provided for in 
the law.

AN OLD CRIMINAL STORY. 


A New York bootlegger who made $2,000,000 a year 
in pre-repeal days and never paid an income tax 
moves Arthur Brisbane to say: “Americans will en- 
dure racketeering, kidnaping, violation of law of 
many kinds quite patiently, but they get excited 
when criminals fail to divide profits with the Gov- 
ernment.” 

There will be dissent from the implication of that 
judgment. Americans may be patient under the out- 
rageous assaults of organized criminality, but it is 
the patience of helplessness. Certainly the American 
people do not accept a paltry division of the loot, in 
the form of income taxes, as a payment by criminals 
for a license to ply their trade. 

It may be humiliating for a free people to acknowl 
edge their inability to cope with organized crime, 
but that is the fact. AnU the reason is well known. 
Our courts are hamstrung by the technicalities im- 
posed upon them by legislation. 

A local instance in point may be cited—that of the 
Cuckoo gangster and ex-convict, Henry E. Etzel, who 
pleaded guilty in Circuit Court Thursday and was 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. 

The crime was committed on June 21, 1932, almost 
three years ago. Etzel was charged with having held 
up and robbed Mr. and Mrs. Edward A. Meyer in 
their home.

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PROBLEM OF THE RHINELAND. 

It is feared, in some European quarters, that Hit- 
ler’s next move will be to refortify the demilitarized 
Rhineland. So seriously is the threat regarded that 
England and Italy, immediately after the Geneva re- 
buke to Germany for rearming, warned Hitler specifi- 
cally that they would oppose such a step. In the 
conferences preceding the Stresa meeting, Hitler 
stated his willingness to give up claims to fortify 
the Rhine zone if France would demilitarize her side 
of the boundary. It would, of course, be naive to 
assume that France would go so far in granting Ger- 
man equality as to give up her elaborate system of 
forts on that front. 

Demilitarization of the Rhineland was a compro- 
mise of the Versailles Treaty. Clemenceau main- 
tained that the Rhine was his country’s “natural” 
eastern boundary, and fought hard to annex all of 
Southern Germany west of that river. Wilson and 
Lloyd George finally assuaged him with a provision 
for perpetual demilitarization of the Rhineland, and 
a treaty in which England and the United. States 
agreed to assist France in case of invasion by Ger- 
many. The American Senate refused even to consid- 
er such a pact, and this hardened French determina- 
tion to keep the region unfortified.

ENGLAND APPROACHES TELEVISION. 

Americans are assured from time to time that “tele- 
vision is just around the corner.” It seems to be 
‘closer than that vague point in England, for an- 
nouncement has been made that a television station 
| is to be built at once, under Government sponsorship, 
and regular broadcasts will be launched some time 
late this year. If successful, 10 other stations will be 
constructed. 
| There is something of a novelty in inventive Amer- 
ica running second to Europe in any phase of me- 
chanical progress. Before patriotic citizens rise to 
denounce this lag in American enterprise, however, 
| there are several items to consider. At the present 
stage of television’s development, it is far more 
feasible to consider its use in a small country than 
in a large one, and the United States is 32 times 
|the size of England. The British system of license 
| fees for radio listeners is also an aid to development 
not available here. American experimenters have at- 
tained some success in television broadcasting, and 
several American-controlled patents are considered 
necessary for success of the British venture.

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OVER THE TRACKS TO ETERNITY. 
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The Farmer’s Dollar 


Food prices are up 35 per cent from low of March, 1933, but are 19 per cent below 
level of March, 1930, survey shows; increases, produced largely by crop reduc: 
tion and drouth, have bettered farmers’ position; making this a real advaptage. 
however, depends on re-employment and on city purchasing power, AAA points out.

HE AAA has made an illuminating 
T analysis of the rise in the cost of living 
and its relation to the agricultural and 
industrial programs of the administration. 

Are food prices too high? 

On March 12, according to the index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, they stood 
at 121.7 per cent of their pre-war level. They 
had risen about 35 per cent from the low 
level of March, 1933, but were still about 19 
per cent below the level of March, 1930. 

Is the farmer receiving an adequate share 
of each dollar spent on food by the ultimate 
consumer? 

An analysis of 14 food items shows that in 
January, 1935, the farmer received 42.5 cents 
of each dollar spent on these foods by the 
consumer. In 1932, he received only 32 
cents of each dollar, but in 1928 he received 
47.9 cents and in 1929, 47.5 cents. By this 
analysis, the farmer is not yet receiving 
his proper share of the consumer’s dollar. 
As a rule, his share increases with a rise in 
prices, since several elements in the cost of 
distribution are relatively inflexible. 

How much can the farmer buy with each 
dollar that he receives? 

In March, 1933, prices received by farmers 
were 55 per cent of pre-war averages, while 
the prices he had to pay were at pre-war 
par. Thus, the ratio of prices received to 
prices paid was 55. In February, 1935, prices 
received by farmers reached their depres- 
sion,peak of 111, and the prices he had to 
pay reached 127. In March, prices received 
by farmers receded to 108, while prices paid 
by him advanced to 128. At these levels, the 
relative exchange value of a unit of farm 
products was 84 per cent of its pre-war 
purchasing power. 

This ratio was reached, however, only as 
a result of reduced farm production. The 
AAA emphasizes that “present levels of 
urban purchasing power would in all prob- 
ability not support present prices for the 
drouth-reduced commodities if normal quan- 
tities were available.” Therefore, the farm- 
er is concerned with increasing urban pur- 
chasing power. 


Is the rise in the cost of food, of which 
every housewife is aware, the chief element 
in the higher cost of living? 


On the basis of the actual budgets of 100 
typical wage earners’ families in a Midwest- 
ern industrial city, the AAA calculates the 
following average: A budget which cost $971 
before the war cost $1720 in 1929: in 1933. it 
cost $1181, and at present, it costs $1303. 
The food items in this budget now cost $435, 
as compared with $353 in 1914; while the 
non-food items cost $868 now, as compared 
with $618 in 1914. The rise in food costs is 
a little less than 25 per cent, while the rise 
in other costs is nearly 40 per cent. The 
farmers’ share of the food costs rose from 
$201 to $215, or only 7 per cent. 

The AAA emphasizes, with ample justifi- 
cation, that for a decade and a half the 
American consumer has been accustomed to 
being supplied with food by the American 
farmer “at a level of prices far below the 
levels of most of his other expenditures.” 
And while foods are at present 14 per cent 
below the general level of living costs, they. 
are considerably more than that below the 


level of costs of goods and services other 
than foods and clothing and rents. 

What have been the relative effects of 
drouth and of the administration program 
in increasing the prices received by farmers 
and food prices paid by customers? 

About three-fifths of the rise took place 
in the first year of the administration, and 
was chiefly due to monetary measures and 
the industrial recovery program, the AAA 
thinks. About two-fifths took place in the 
second year, in which the drouth and the 
AAA were the primary influences.

In which food products has the AAA been 
an influence toward increasing prices? 


In the cereals, on wheat, field corn and 
rice. In the meats group, on hogs only. 

In the dairy products group, only on fluid 
milk in certain milksheds; except for the 
effect of the purchases of the Federal Sur- 
plus Relief Corporation in sustaining butter 
prices in 1933 and to a lesser extent in 1934. 

In the fruits and vegetables group, about 
20 marketing agreements. 

In the miscellaneous foods group, a sugar 
control program and about half a dozen 
marketing agreements. 

Thus, the rise in the price of other foods, 
including eggs, poultry, all the meats except 
pork, all cereals except field corn, wheat and 
rice, is due to influences other than the 
AAA. In the cereals group, the primary 
cause of the price rise, in the last nine 
months, for both AAA cereals and non- 
AAA cereals, was the drouth. Only sub- 
stantial carry-overs have kept cereal prices 
from rising higher than they have. 

Strangely enough, the AAA can boast that 
one reason there were such large carry- 
Overs, especially in corn, was the much- 
ridiculed slaughter of all the little pigs dur- 
ing the fall of 1933, followed by the 1934 
hog “birth control” program. The AAA esti- 
mates that by these means were saved be- 
tween 60,000,000 and 75,000,000 bushels of 
corn that otherwise would have been con- 
sumed, reducing even more the supply of 
corn available for feed after the 1934 drouth. 

The drouth alone was responsible for the 
decrease in the number of cattle by 7,600,000 
head. There are still 4,000,000 more head of 
cattle on farms than in 1928, the low point 
of the current cattle cycle. Sheep decreased 
by 2,446,000 head. 


The AAA is enjoined by Congress to try 
to bring certain farm prices back to their 
pre-war ratio to the prices of things the 
farmer must buy. The AAA dryly observes 
that “it was evident that consumers were 
going to have to pay considerably higher 
prices for food than they had been paying 
during 1932 if the farmer was tbo be enabled 
to stay in the business of feeding them” 
and if he was to be enabled to buy the prod- 
ucts of industry. 

“At the same time,” the AAA recalls. “it 
was recognized that advances in price could 
be advantageous to the farmer only if these 
advances were sustained by a reasonable 
volume of sales, and the maintenance of 
volume was dependent on re-employment 
and city purchasing power.” Not scarcity, 
but balance, is the real key to the AAA 
program.

‘Explosion of the Sacred Cart’

ROME, April 20.—New fires were 
kindled by flint and steel in the 
churches and basilicas of Rome to- 
day and church bells, silent since 
Thursday, signaled the end of Lent 
and the advent of Easter. 

Officiating at Holy Saturday cere- 
monies in St. Peter's this morning, 
Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli struck the 
new flame suggestive of the resur- 
rection. The Cardinal also blessed 
ithe Pope’s Paschal candle, eight 
‘feet high and three inches in diam- 
eter. 

Organs, stilled since Thursday, 
once again sounded, and choirs 
sang “Gloria in Excelsis.” 

Holy Saturday masses were con- 
ducted with relics said to have been 
connected with the Passion and 
death, in each of the four great ba- 
silicas—St. Peter's, St. Mary Major, 
St. John Lateran, and St. Paul-out- 
side-the-wall.

BOSTON, April 20.—Although he 


gorged himself with the equivalent 
of 15 hearty meals as he ran, John- 
ny Kelley, 27-year-old Irish speed- 
ster from Arlington, finished a 
quarter-mile ahead of his most dan- 
gerous rival, Pat Dengis of Balti- 


more, yesterday, and won the thirty- 
eighth renewal of the famous Bos- 
ton A, A. marathon. 

This torturous 26 miles 385 yards 
grind over the steep hills that range 
from little Hopkinton to Boston 
was never anything but a contest 
between the victor and the runner- 
up, despite the presence of six for- 
mer winners and two score of fa- 
mous plodders in the starting field 
of 190. , 

Just Shy of Record. 

Kelley's time was 2.32:07 2-5, just 
65 4-5 seconds slower than the course 
record set by Leslie Pawson of Paw- 
tucket, R. I, in the 1933 race. Den- 
gis was clocked in 2,34:111-5. Dick 
Wilding, the seasoned Mount Denis 
(Ont.) distance star, finished third 
in 2.39:50, the same position he 
gained two years ago. Gordon Nor- 
man of Beverly, seventh in last 
year’s race, placed fourth in 
2.40:57 2-5 and the fifth across the 
line in front of the B. A. A.’s club- 
house was Hugo Kauppinen of the 
German-American A. C., New York, 
in 2.44:57 1-5. 

Kelley had an excellent chance 
of breaking Pawson’s record until 
his digestion rebelled under a load 
of 15 glucose tablets, each said to 
equal a full-course dinner, about 
three miles from the finish line. He 
had a tremendous lead on Dengis 
at that point, where he was forced 
to stop twice for half-minute inter- 
vals. 

Dengis, however, also was having 
his troubles.

Roosevelt and University City 
High Schools were victors yester- 
day in dual track and field meets. 
Roosevelt swept the three divisions 
of its meet with Central, 200%- 
57%, while University Oity defeated 
Normandy 64-49 in a junior division 
contest. 

Roosevelt scores were: Seniors, 
87%-16%; juniors, 80%-14%; and 
midgets, 32-27. 

Jerry Seidel, Roosevelt's sprinter, 
seemingly ran a slow hundred when 
he turned in a time of 10.7 seconds, 
but that turned out to be fast time 
for the distance he ran, which was 
105 yards instead of 100. Crouch 
of Central pressed Seidel through- 
out the race, finishing a step behind 
him. 

Running in his first race at that 
distance, Berg of Roosevelt stepped 
the 440-yard dash in 55.1 seconds. 
Berg has a fine, natural stride, but 
is inclined to chop it when running 
hard. He may develop into one 
of the best quarter-milers in the 
district before the season is over. 

The leading scorer of the Roose- 
velt-Central meet was a Central 
midget, Bob Windish, who won four 
firsts and a third for 21 points. 

The best effort in the junior divi- 
sion was made by Hilmer of Roose- 
velt who put the eignt-pound shot, 
52 feet 1 inch. 

In the University City-Normandy 
meet, Elmer Aussieker, Normandy, 
won the shot put, javelin throw, and 
discus throw for 15 points to lead 
the scorers.

It is 
probable that the nicotine is volati- 
lized or destroyed largely by the 
heat, and that the smoke which is 
taken into the system contains only 
a very small percentage of the drug. 
This must be so or there would be 
many deaths, even when tolerance 
is established, from the amount of 
smoking that we do.

Another fact about tobacco as a 
drug is that it is far from a settled 
habit.

Reaction Noted. | 

Tobacco, however, even as ordi-| 
narily used, does have certain physi- 
ologic reactions. Some of these 
were described in the article yes- 
terday. There is no question that it 
has an elective effect on the small 
arteries of the heart and the limbs, 
causing them to go into spasm. In- 
deed, one of the few diseases that is 
ascribed to tobacco is that of spasm 
of the arteries of the leg, resulting 
in poor circulation and even gang- | 
rene. 

Another bad result of tobacco is 
in tobacco amblyopia, or blindness. 
These cases usually clear up after 
the tobacco has been stopped. 

Summarizing, we feel that tobac- 
co does little harm except in a few 
cases, but the habit is easy to stop, 
if necessary, and its effects are al- 
most entirely functional. It is gen- 
erally agreed that adolescents 
should not smoke, as it has more 
deleterious effects on the young) 
man than on the old, and that the, 
proper time to begin to smoke is| 
the time when one casts the first | 
vote.

Crab Squares 


(Serve Warm.) 
Sixteen 14-inch squares bread. 
Two tablespoons butter. 
Two tablespoons flour. 
One cup milk. 
One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
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One tablespoon chopped pimien- 
tos. 

One tablespoon chopped green 
pepper. 

One-third cup crabmeat. 

Melt butter, add flour and when 
blended add milk and cook until 
creamy sauce forms. Stir constant- 
ly. Add seasonings and crabmeat. 
Spread on bread and toast until well 
browned. 
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Cheese Rounds 


Two cups flour. 
Four teaspoons baking powder. 
One-third teaspoon salt. 


Four tablespoons fat. 

Two-third cup milk. 

One-half cup grated cheese. 

Two tablespoons cream. 
One-fourth teaspoon onion san 
Mix flour, baking powder and 
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salt. Cut in fat. Slowly add sal 
mixing with knife. Place soft dough 
on floured board and pat out un- 
til thin (4%-inch). Spread with rest 
of ingredients, roll up tightly and 
cut off one-fourth-inch slices. Arm 
range slices, flat sides up, on 


greased baking sheet and bake 
eight minutes in moderate oven. 
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
